On Saturday at 4:30 p.m. the last 
of the 1929. Sugar crop in Southern 
Alberta went through the cutters of 
the big mill at Raymond. Running 
steadily since October 3rd. there had 
been 65,000 tons of beets sliced, and 
17,600,000 pounds of fine granulated 
sugar turned out of the sacking 
chutes, most of which is stored in the 
big warehouse which is packed to 
the very apex with sugar. 

The campaign has been outstanding 
in many respects. There has not been 
an accident of a serious nature during 
the entire run. There have been no 
breakdowns and no lay-offs during the 
entire time. The capacity of the mill 
which is 1,000 tons daily was eclipsed 
one day when 1,035 tons of beets 
went over the scales and made 325,- 
000 pounds of sugar that day. 

There has been perfect harmony all 
fall between the officials and the men 
and all will leave with many fond 
remembrances of the campaign. 

The sugar end did not finish until 
Tuesday night when the last of the 
juice came through the lines and into 
the bags. 

While this year has been highly 
satisfacory, it is hoped that next year 
the tonnage will be between 80,000 
and 90,000 tons at least, making the 
manufacturing of sugar more profit¬ 
able for both grower and manufactur 
er. 

The cash turnover for the 2 months 
and ten days operations would be an 
amount to stagger one, and to any 
thinking person should prove the 
value and benefit of beets in the crop 
rotation. When we bemoan small beet 
yields wc should not lose sight of the 
fact that for many years we have 
been harvesting grain crops year after 
year from this land and putting noth 
ing back. Give the land a chance and 
then see what the sugar industry will 
do for Southern Alberta. 


MINNEAPOLIS AUTOMOBILE 
OFFENDERS MUST PAY FINE 
OR GO TO SAFETY SCHOOL 


Funeral Services of 
Mrs. T. T. Mendenhall 


A school that teaches its lessons so 
effectively that only one of 300 grad 
uates has found it necessary to take 
a post-graduate course has been open 
ed in Minneapolis. It teaches only one 
subject— safety in operating autom- 
biles. 

The institution was founded by 
Judge Levi Hall, who presides over 
the Minneapolis traffic court, and is 
co-educational. Judge Hall found that 
most of the careless drivers brought 
before him were between 18 and 25 
years old, so he decided that further 
schooling would not be out of order. 
Each offender has the choice of pay¬ 
ing a $25 fine or attending school. 

With the co-operation of the Min¬ 
neapolis Auto Club and the Dunwoody 
Industrial Institute, the “traffic coll¬ 
ege” was opened, with a course extend 
ing over five weeks, composed of five 
two-hour lectures and deconstrations 
At the end of the term thestudent 
must pass an examination on the tra 
ffle code, safety rules and the mechan 
leal control of an automobile. 

The graduate school of this college 
is the city workhouse, and a repeti¬ 
tion of an offence automatically en¬ 
rolls the offender in this department, 
but of the first graduating class, only 
one person has had to continue his 
education. Absence from class is pun¬ 
ished by a five-day confinement in 
the workhouse, and only three stu¬ 
dents have neglected to be present at 
each roll call.

J. U. Allred and O. H. Snow of Ray¬ 
mond, and A. M. Merkely of Magrath 
were the speakers at the services. Mr 
Allred who lived neighbors to the de¬ 
ceased during the last decade referred 
to the splendid characteristics of the 
deceased also the bereft husband both 
of whom he said were “true blue,” and 
were always willing and ready to 
serve others. That never during the 
long period of illness was the deceased 
heard to complain. “Like her good 
mother who still survives,” he .vaid, 
“she was an exemplary woman. It 
was her ambition to raise a family of 
good honorable citizens in which so 
far sh» had been successful.” The 
speaker urged to boys and grls not to 
forget the teachings of their good 
mother whose love & devotion to them 
was worthy of their respect and kind 
consideration. 

In a few brief remarks A. M. Merke 
ly of Magrath, referred to the splen¬ 
did parents of the deceased who had 
raised a honorable family to which 
she belonged. He spoke of the sacrifice 
of the parents who came here in re¬ 
sponse to a call from the church auth 
orities to assist in the colonization of 
Southern Alberta, and of the contribu 
tion that the Gibb family had made. 

O. H. Snow of the Stake presidency 
preached an eloqhent sermon and in 
his usual sincere manner offered some 
wise counsel. He too referred to the 
parents of the deceased who had rais- 


Gibb eight in all. 

She was the Sec. of the first Y. L. 
M. I. A. organized in Raymond and 
was active in the social and religious 
activities of Raymond’s pioneer days 
taking part in practically all of the 
home dramatics of those early years. 
She was always ready and willing to 
give of her time and means in service 
to her church and mankind as far as 
her health and family dutios would 
permits. She served as counselor in 
the Ward Relief Society for over 4 
years and taught in other auxilairies 
at different times. 

A patient sufferer for years, the end 
coming at Redlands Cal. Dec. 2nd 1929 
where she had gone for medical treat 
ment. 

She is survived by her husband 
seven children, mother six full broth¬ 
ers and one full sister, and numerous 
relatives in Utah and Canada and a 
host of friends.

Hospital sentiment in Bassano, like 
Topsy of Uncle Tom’s Cabin fame, 
just grew up! The Municipal hospital 
Itself is a phase of the developent 
of the country. Though situated on 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the Bassano district is of 
comparative recent settlement. The 
land Is included in thc Canadian Pac¬ 
ific Railway irrigation block, and 
there is no homesteading in that part 
of the country, for under arrangement 
with the Federal Government and the 
Hudson s Bay company, the railway 
secured all thc land between thc Red 
River and the Bow, from Calgary to 
Tilley. 

The fact that there is no home¬ 
steading in this part of the province 
works no hardship on the hospital, 
on the contrary, much of the land is 
still ownel by the C. P. R. and that 
corporation never fails to pay its 
taxes. So whatever comes or goes, 
places, has to cope with the problem 
of the non-ratepayer or transient

000**8$ Jo snjdjns u seq pjidsoq aqj 
patient who ignores his hospital bill. 

According to statistics for 102fr, 
Bassano hospital has the lowest death 
rate, the least number of hospital 
days per patient, and the lowest 
overhead expense of any hospital in 
Alberta. The death rate is loss than 
one per cent, and there were no 
deaths among the 21 maternity eases 
cared for during the year. The people 
havB got away from their fear of the 
hospital, rays a prominent doctor, 
who recommends that the Alberta 
Government use every energy to dev¬ 
elop the Municipal hospital scheme 
and further the inteiests of these hos¬ 
pitals in Alberta. 

In the early history of the district 
a small private hospital was operated 
by a doctor later this was purchased 
by the town, but it was always op¬ 
erated at a loss. The hospital was too 
small, and the overhead cost per pat 
ant too high. In 1919, the Municipal 
Hospital district was formed and tho 
board took over the old hospital and 
enlarged it to make provision for 18 
beds. In 1923, a nurses home was 
built, and a isolation block with beds 
for four patients. This increased the 
hospital accommodation to 24 beds. 
Home and isolation block were built 
out of accumulated surplus at a cost 
of $16,000. The hospital i3 a frame 
building of the bungalow type, cosy 
conveniently planned, and well equipp 
ed. A traveller for a big hospital 
supply house is quoted as saying that 
Bassano has the best equipped hospi 
tal under 30 beds in Canada. Thc nurs 
ing staff consist of four graduate 
nurses, including the superintendent, 
Miss M. K. Patrick, and two under¬ 
graduate nurses. 

Maternity cases and surgery are 
“spedialties” at the Bassano hospital 
Nine babies have been in thc hospital 
at one tme. As many as four have ar¬ 
rived in one day. Doctors are only in¬ 
frequently called to attend patients in 
their own homes, as the people have 
learned they can get better care and 
at less cost in the hospital, and they 
prefer going there. 

Before the building of the hospital 
the nearest hospital were in Calgary 
and Medicine Hat, and this worked 
a great hardship on this people. Con 
frequently there has been little opposit 
ion to the Municipal hospital scheme, 
and that which existed was quickly 
dispelled when members of the oppon 
ents families were stricken, and had 
to have hospital care. The hospital 
rate is $1.00 per day for ratepayers 
$3.50 for lion-ratepayers. Land is 
taxed at thc rate of 8V$ mills, and tho 
townspeople whose tax does not am* 
| ount to $6.00. pay the difference to 
secure the service.

ADENOIDS 

Behind the nose and above the 
throat there Is normally, in every 
child, adenoid tissue. If this tissue 
becomes enlarged, we say that the 
child has adenoids. The adenoid tissue 
is similar, in many ways, to the ton 
sils. Adenoids are a disease of child 
hood. Enlargement, or disease or a 
combination of both, is responsible 
for certain abnormal conditions. 

Among these abnormal conditions, 
we find obstruction to nasal breath* 
ing. Depending upon the extent of 
the obstruction, the child becomes 
more or less a mouth breather and if 
his condition persists, the jaw begins 
to drop, the cheeks become sunken, 
and the result is the typical adenoid 
“fishy" face, with its dull expression. 

When there is obstruction to nas 
il breathing, sjich as results from 
adenoids, these pCcurs a deformity 
of the jaw, indthis, in turn, brings 
about irregular teeth. The jaws of the 
child are 30 ft and in process of devel 
opment. It does not require much 
nasal obstruction to alter them and 
to cause more or less serious perman 
ent damage. - -w-. 

■' 1 Infection, when present in the nde 
noid tissue, is more than likely to 
spread into the ears and set up in¬ 
flammation there which may result 
in loss of hearing, in vxarying degrees 
The reason for this isbecause of the 
fact that there is a small tube-the 
Eustachian tube which connects the 
ear with the back of the nose and 
throat. It is, unfortunately, a simple 
mater for infecton to spread down this 
tube; hence the frequency of ear 
disease as a result of adenoids. 

The child with adenoids does not 
get a fair chance for mental develop 
ment. He has the same feeling as he 
would have if he were living in a 
stuffy, unventilated room, and we 
know, from our experience, that this 
suffices to make anyone dul and lazy. 

Adenoids, therefore, obstruct nat¬ 
ural breathing, tend to deform the 
jaw, are responsible for ear disease 
and deafness, and handicap the child 
in his mental development. There is 
only one thing to do with adenoids, 
and that is to remove them.

DRY FEET 


There are certain small thing which J 
If neglected, may cause a considerable i 
amount of discomfort; whereas, if at¬ 
tended to, they go far to make com¬ 
fort. One of these is the question of j 
keeping the feet dry. If we allow our 
feet to become wet and then sit for 
some hours at home, in school or at 
work, the chilling of the feet, while 
the rent of the body is warm, does, 
for some reason, predispose to colds 
In the head. In order to avoid head 
colds which are such a nuisance and 
which, sometimes lead to serious 
trouble, the feet should be kept dry 
and warm. 

It is much more sensible to buy a 
pair of rubbers than to spend money 
on doctor’s bills. It is much better to 
take an extra minute or two to put j 
on a pair of rubbers than it is to 
spend a day or two in bed as a result 
of having got the feet wet. • 

It is not always possible for us to 


avoid wet feet; sometimes the rain 
Is unexpected and we are caught un¬ 
awares. In such cases, shoes and 
stockings should be changed without 
delay, and the feet given a brisk rub 
wit a rough towel. 

Clothes should be worn according to 
the thermometer. In winter, shoes 
should have thick soles, or light 
shoes should be worn under overshoes 
If woollen stockings are necessary to 
keep the feet warm, they should be 
worn. There is a difference in individ 
uals; some require heavier foot cloth¬ 
ing than others in order to keep the 
feet warm. This is something which 
we must learn from our own experie¬ 
nce and by which we must be guided. 

Parents will find tat they will ac- 
coplish something worth while in p:*ev 
enting colds if they make sure that 
their children's feet are kept dry and 
warm during the winter season. It 
requires a little preparation in the 
way of providing rubbers and over¬ 
shoes, and, when they are provided, 
it need some supervision to see that 
they are worn, but the effort will be 
well repaid in greater freedom from 
this winter nuisance and danger.
